The  late  Mrs.  W.  G.  Rretts, 
who  passed  away  recently, 
was  the  daughter  of  the  late 
W.  H.  Cadman  and  Agnes 
Murdoch  and  was  born  in  Ad- 
olphustown.

W.  G.  Fretts  and  Maude 
Oadman  were  married  on  Dec- 
emiber  21  1896.
